Expense of Lawsuits. 

[New York Tribune:] One of the 
most striking results of the recent 
convention the International Law 
Association has been the profound ef- 
fect produced upon the many eminent 
English and American ers who 
attended the convention by the fact 
that the expense of a lawsuit in 
France is about one-half that of Amer- 
ica and about one-fifth that of Eng- 
land. One reason given was that in 
France a good deal of the evidence 
is not taken orally in court, but is put 
into writing and used without the ex- 
pense of bringing the witnesses be- 
fore the judge. In Scotland at one 
time they had this system, and Eng- 
jand used to have it, too, in Chancery 
roceedings. One matter that they 
certainly order better fn France is 
the practice in regard to expert wit- 
esses. These are nominated by the 
court itself. There is no difficulty in 
believing that this is cheaper. and it 
doubtless has other advantages.
